After thoſe of the Popes, Emperours order for 
and German Princes, the Kings of France z fl ne. 
of which we have already ſpoken. 
and other Illuſtrious Perſons of that 
Kingdom, we generally place the Me- 
dals of the Kings of Spain, Portugal, aud 
the Spaniſh Netherlands. 

The Northern Crowns come next, 
England, Swedeland, Denmark, Poland, 
whoſe Medals for the moſt part, are 
but of our Age. Jtaly has the fixth
